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Cannibalism. 
A horrible case of eaunibalism has re 
cenlly come to light in the Ileii River 
Seltlement, among the Siilteaux Indians. 
During the hisi twenty years, this i dreadful 
practice has been gradually d.isisbntiiiued 
among the Red River Indians. Previous 
to that time, however, instances of this kind 
were quite, cpramon in that seciion. 

The* victims' were six in number— a Sal- 
te;uix Indian and his wife and four children 
_:ina iht; oaiitiibai one of the.I.ybuiigesl 
members of ihe family ! , , . 

Incredible as .it may appear, the tale has 
been cbnfirmed by too many to leave any 
doubt as to its correctness. The most reli- 
able versii)n is as follows: 

Aboiii the bf^iniiin^ of March, a Sal- 
teaux Maine.! ICe- wn -kie-'ick, wlin was 
wititeriiitf iK-ar l,;u! (U; Ro^emix, wont a 
short distance south uf flawsoii's liurk, to 
hunt moose. On his way he uoiu-i'd iii the 
snow the trail of lii.liiHis who apl-eared to 
have been catchiii:; rabbits ; and while fol- 
liuviiiu' ill iir; to vi-iit ttiem, he was startled 
by liiidiii" an Indian woman lyinu; dead 
near the Itack. Her remains were so hor- 
ribly mutilated as to lend him at onee to 
suspect cannibalism. To all appearance* 
she had been sitting snaring rabbits, when 
she was killed by being shot through the 
back of the head. The skin of her arms 
had been lorn oil by the murderer to be il.i- 
• voured. A sliort distance lurttier on the 
hunter saw a ti'iy immed Sliay-way-;;oni.-h, 
sitting bv a little lire. He was about len or 
twelve veais of age, and had been cookinj; 
floraethini; whiidi had the appearance of 
human lifsh. After a brief conservation, 
the liMiiti'r became ooiiviiiecd that the 
young wrctL'h before liim was the caiiiiihal, 
and would at once have tomahawked hini, 
but forbore, lest in that event he hunsclt 
shoi^d be accused of the cannibalism. ^ 

Leaving the boy at the fire, therefore, ke- 
wa-kie-.sick proceeiled to a lent close by, 
and here a still more fiiv-hilnl .icene met 
hi* gaze. Inside lay the bodies of ai. eldei - 
]v Indian and four of his children, all ol 
' Avhom had been murdered. The lather had 
evidently heen shot while silting in the' t^nt, 
and it is supposed that he must have been 
the first -Victim. Portions ot some of iIk; 
bodied •were cut away, and troin iheii de- 
cayed uppoaranco the liiinler considered that 
the murders had been perpotiated several 
days previously, and in the meanlimo the 
boy had been liviiit,' on the llesti ! 

That a tioy .-o yoii":,' shuiild Hum be al)le 
to butcher so many people, can only bo ac- 
oounted for by the superstitious dread with 
which Ihe Indians regard a Wtnd»goo, or 
man enter. ' , , , 

In the present case the inUfderer pould 
not have been urged t(i tho commission of 
his crime by starvation When the ati-oeity 
became lioi.sed among the tribes, N.a-way- 
,,„nisli was hunted from place to place, and 
ai Irii Mli, being found at the Lake of the 
Woods, he was chased into the woods and 
shot by bis uncle. 

It is not Keneraiiy known that cannibalism 
exists on Iho northern coast, in thu vicinity 
of Fort Simpson, to somo oxtent, even at tins 
latu day. Hut the persons devoured tli.'re 
are usually Iho victims of snme accident or 
wlindieof old agiv A med iciiie-nian who i>io- 
cures iKissessioii of a body, will siiinmon his 
brother " [ihysiidaii^" from a great disliiiico 
to atlei.d the b'ust, 1111(1 tliey will remain 
H(-nted around tlie coipHe niitil iiaiiglil but 
till) billies leiiiaili. The in"diciiii'-rnail thai 
nets as lio.sl en such (u'cMiiuiis, is considered 
lor ihe time being a vury grout man, und 
coniijols tlio mombuis of liis tribo to dohlin 
BortM*' foi (hi iBrtVof «hlriy dayi-orone 



A case of this kind is mentioned as hav- 
ing occurred at Fort Rupert some years ago. 
The Fort Rupert Indian.s had in their pos- 
session a slave boy, about ten years of age. 
A council of Chiefs had been summoned 
from neighboring tribes to settle a dispute of 
long standing. WHth the chiefs came seve- 
ral medicine-men. After the dispute had 
been settled, the entertainers cast about 
them for some expedient whereby they 
might cement the nowly-formod friendship. 
At last it was decided to eat the slave boy 
alluded to. So he was taken, an iron hook 
forced into his baolt, and was carried about 
through the village^ on a pole until sunset, 
when he was taken down and devoured by 
his inhuman captors. 

Among the most notorious of all tlio man- 
eaters on the northern coast, is one Sabos- 
sah, chief of a tribo inhabiting a part of 
the Russian Territory, near the line between 
those possessions and British Columbia. 
Sabos-sah is said to subsist on nothing else 
during the Ion? northern winters but human 
flesh. When the Spring comes, however, 
ho burns the lodge that has sheltered him 
all winter, and seeking a new site for a 
house, passes the summer like a virtuous 
Indian should— in hunting and fishing. But 
the loUowing winter fin'ds' him"' again pur- 
suing liis horrible practice. 

Cannibalism, we are glad to say, is now 
dying'Out among the redskins oa'this coast. 
The young people of the tribes' are begin- 
ning to show a repugnance for the older In- 
dians who indulge their appetites in that 
rciiard, and hojies are entertained by the 
missionaries that in a few years the last of 
the man-eaters will have ilisappcared.

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Incorporation of Victoria. 
No oandiihiles pleaiied so strenuously be- 
fore the gc'iienil election to be returiicil to 
the Assembly, asdiil the present representa- 
tives of Victoria. None made more promises 
to the electors of what they would or would 
not ()o, if only rendered so superlatively 
happy as to be permitted to put M. P. 1'. to 
their patronymics. The quesiion more ihaii 
any other by which they sought to iuyratiate 
•themselves into the good opinion of the 
town electors, was nothing more nor less 
than the Incorporation of the town of Victo- 
ria. Mr. Franklin, in a flaniins address, 
pledged himself to use his utmost exertions 
to accomplish that object He would have 
a Mayor, Aldermen, Councilors, and other 
high soiindiiif? titles, not merely to do the 
civic business, but to sho'.v to other commu- 
nities abroad that Victoria was actually a 
place of no mean importance, and was 
destined to be the London of the Pacific. 
"What, we ask, has all his profuse profes- 
sions amounted tol Actually to nothing; 
in fact worse than nothing, for he has latter- 
ly expressed a disposition to defer the in- 
corporation of the town entirely. He has, 
however, introduced a bill into the Assem- 
bly to laise £2000, by a direct ta.t on real 
estate situated within the town, to improve 
onr'Btreels; vThis, then, is the much vaunted 
act of incorporation of Mr. Selim Franklin. 
The improvement of our streets in itself is 
peifectly correct. Every citizen would be 
glad to contribute his quota to accuitiplish 
the object. But if a special lax is imposed 
on the town, the town requires in return 
special privileges. No special privilege is 
given or promised now ; it is even refused. 
The real state, then, of the question staiuls 
in this way, that through the political quack- 
ery of our representatives, we are to pay a 
greater tax on our property — more than is 
paid in the cow counties, or in Esquimalt, or 
Nanaimo— and we ate to pay it to build 
igtreets for the entire colony to use, ourselves 
included : and yet we are to have no voice 
in raising the money, no vote in expending 
it; but we are to submit to special taxes 
without the corresponding advaiilagea of 
special privileges. 

Already have we evpo.-ied the mad legis- 
lation ot ta.ving town improvemenls and 
exempting fanner's improvements. lint it 
would appear that the town— with thrice the 
population of the cow counties, and with 
only two representatives Ottt of thirteen— is 
to pay an extra tax for general purposes ; 
and in addition a special tax to make 
Btreets. , On what principle of sound legis- 
lation of equal and exact justice to all this 
is done, we oaniiot discover, nor no one else. 
It is an acknowledged principle of legisla- 
tion everywhere but here, that speeial taxes 
and special privileges go logither. If a 
town believes it can manage its own local 
affairs better by becoming a ooiporate body; 
if it can show the legi.-lature it can be done, 
then all enlightened parliaments grant civic 
imtnnriilies. Here, however, no usage no 
matter how well tried or well known ; iiopre- 
denl, no matter how goad, has, apparently, 
any iniluence willi ilu; blind guides who 
direct the movements oi the goveriinient 
party. No deleiu-e, however, can be put 
in for violated pledges; and none at all for 
reversing the ordinary principles of legisla- 
tion. Nono ever will be accepted by the 
people. The only thing that will satisfy 
the town for paying iin extra £2000, is it s 
incorporation on a liberal basis and thai 
epoodily. 

When Cary exhibited himsolf as n politi- 
cal mountebanic in tho cauvas-t lor thi; town 
election, no one was ho lavish in his pro- 
mises of an Act of Incorporalioii. "Only 
return me, and I'll go to the Odver.ior 
backed up by y"'"' '^^''^ liuiulred and tliirly- 
gix votes; and I'll ^ay— ' Covcriior, tli.) 
peoplu ot Victoria want an Act of liu'oipo- 
ration, and they must have it.' And I'll 
guaraiilHi) he would t)e aliaid to riifti.so it." 
fiuch-like was the laiignage ol this wonder- 
ful law roforin.it— the .leieiny Htiiilhnin and 
not Jeremy Diddler of Victoria. But has 
he liillilled his pledge 1 No. An apology 
for a bdl ho introduced into the Assembly. 
It was an arbritftry thing— a mere onliqua- 
riaii curiosity. The real mayor was lo bo 
the Governor, as he had a veto on all by- 
iftwi orordinanoes of tho town oonnoil. Th«

nominal mayor and town council were to 
nobodies. If anylhing under Gary's Act 
was sanctioned by the E.vecutive, it was to be 
presumed that ho was first considted, his con- 
sent obtained, and then it could be broached 
in the council with some hopes of success. 
This is a fair reading of the Cary bill. 
There is one (or wna one) clause, however, 
in it that would shake the credulity of the 
most believing in old fogyism. Mr. Gary's 
bill proposed to legislate the reviser of 
votes at the lost election into office as re- 
viser of votes for the town! Nothing short 
of a perpetual civic reviser I what a con- 
venient idea. A reviser lo hold otTice as 
long as the charter stood unrepealed ! So 
outrageous a provision might if carried be 
construed by the suspicious to legislating 
mayor, councilors, and all into ollice. 
Such also is a fair reading of this precious 
bill. But where is it, bad as it is? It is 
generally understood now that it is shelved 
— quietly shelved for the session. The 
street tax is presumed lo be its substitute. 
In this state of things what will the public 
do? The two town repre.ientatives have 
pledged themselves to incorporate the town; 
the Governor's opening speech said the 
same thing ; and yet there is no incorpora- 
tion. What is there to do ? Nothing but 
for the people to make known their wishes 
in a public meeting by a petition in a way 
that cannot b e mistaken. 

"Signs oi^the Times."— On Tuesday 
night and yesterday morning a party of 
scamps amused themselves by changing 
or destroying many of the signs on Yates 
street. In one case they removed the sign 
of a respectable bootblack and placed it on 
the front stoop of a gentleman of fortune 
in the outskirts of the town ; and iu another 
case, placed the " shingle" of a barber over 
a real-estate man's door. Hardly a business 
man on the south side of Yates street, or 
the east side of Government, but has been 
called upon to mourn the loss of his "cus- 
tom-attractor." Sign - painter.s, (who, of 
course, had nothing to do with the transac- 
tion) will bo in demand for tho next few 
days.

Judging from the e.'Jtracl given below, 
which we take from the New York corres- 
pondence of the San Francisco Bulletin, the 
New York Aldermen of 1860 will not de- 
tract from the illustrious fame ot their prede- 
cessors, by an undue exhibition of honesty : 
The Japanese recejition swindle is likely 
to undergo a judicial investigation that may 
possibly bring out all the facts in the case, 
and sho\v who the parties are Ibat are ex- 
pecting to grab the higher portion ol the 
conteinplHted spoils. Levi S. Chalfield, ox- 
Attorney Gent'trtl of the State, has given 
notice to the Miiyor and Comptroller that he 
will move in the Supreme Court lor an in- 
junction, to reslriiin the payment of the 
Slflo.OOO iiskeil for by the Hecepiioii Com- 
iiiittt'B. Mr. Chalfield .states in his notice 
that he is informed and believes that some 
<if lliB cominiltee, with other meinbt-rs ot 
the Common Council, distribn ed tickets to 
the ball to whomsoever they pleased, selling 
a large number of them at prices varying 
from SIO to $100 each, and appropriated the 
proceeds to llieir own use; that the tax- 
payers, except such as liail tickets, were 
e.xcluded from the ball, and that their money 
was unlawfully used for entertainments from 
which thny were excluded without warrant 
or authority. He avers that they whole e.x- 
penses of tho Messrs. Leland in entertain- 
ing the P'mbassy did not exceed 810,000, 
and that before their bill was aiidiled and 
allowed al Sill ,000, tliey agreed with I'crtaiii 
members of the Common Council that tln'v 
should receive of said bill33K percetit.,and 
that upon such infamous terms the bill was 
audited and allowed. 

Other facts besides those particularized by 
Mr. Chatlield, have leaked (}nt concerning 
this infamous swinille. .^mong these, it is 
stated that the bill of the Metropolitan Ho- 
tel for the entertainment of the Japanese, as 
originally presented to the committee, was 
made out at the rate of ten thousand dollars 
per day ! When it is consideml that the 
expenses of tht? Fifth Avenue Hotel, wild 
its population of eight hundred people, in- 
cluding servants, foot up only about one 
thousand dollars per day, some idea nuiy be 
formed of the amount of per ceiitapc winch 
Kornebody inlciideti to poi!ki!t from llit! pro- 
ceeds of the Metropolitan bill. In the liiiard 
of Aldermen, on 'I'liursday ev(!ning, a rtiolion 
was made to slriku out of the ostiniates the 
item of 8105,000 for the payment of this in- 
famous swindle, but the motion was lost by 
a vote of nine to 4et;en.
